heavily agaiost the prosperity of fu-
guravee  olfives. A ghrewd bat  in-
dignant  unnderwriter once  declared that

he could taks the books of any well regulated
insuravce company, and by their varions log
mark out whal were favorable and what wara
nunfavorahle seasons for trade, commerce, and
manufactures. The oasual obasrver may not
be able to gee the analogy between dallosss in
trade und destruction by fire, bat the faet lies
among the traditions of insgnrance oflisers,
where it i5 belivved that there is more danger
to property whenit is nuremuusrastive; and that
losing manufactories, whether ot dear cloth or
cheap brend, are exoeedingly combustivle
when their owners are getting out of pocket
by them.

“In 1837 there were also ninetesn Massa-
chugetts insurance offives out of Boston, the
whole capital of which was 1,965,000, Of
thege, live were in Balem, which held the
largest insurance capital pext to Boston; thres
were in New Bedford; two each in Lynu,
Marblehead, and Nantncket; and Glonesster,
Springlield, Fairhaven, Plymonth, and Pro-
viocetown, one each. The list compares singu-
larly with that of the oflices now established
in various portions of the State and their no-
merous agencies. The grearest change of all—
a change as melancholy as it is memorable—is
that of the feland and town of Nantuckat,
which then supported hor two offices, aud had
also large ricksin Boston, New Bedford, Salem,
New York, ete. Then she was noted through-
ont the world for her whaling entar-
prise; a huudred gail of vessels
gometimes lie at her wharves, and her
immense warehouses were filled with
oily products, drawn from the depths
of the Atlantie, Pacifie, and Indian ocauns.
Her people were rich wnl her busioess enor-
mous, considering her isolated position. Now
Nantucket harbor has been dustroyed for all
but tight draft commerce by the action of tha
gea; her wharves are rotting to the watsr's
edge; ber grest warehouses are empty or have
been dismantled and carried away. Grass
grows rank in her once busy streats, and har

resident population has been redaced one-half |

or more, the greater proportion of those left
being women, of the proportion of which to
the sterner cex we havae the most extravagant
accounté. Desolation is written on the once
renowned island of the ocean, Dot this is a
digression.

“In 1540 there were twenty-two stock in-
gurance oflices in Boston—capital §5,110,000,
and there were nineteen cowpanies out of the
city—capital §1, 765,000,

“‘In 1850 the Boston offices numbered eighteen
—capital §4, 906,875, and there were but twelve
comupanies in other cities and towns of the
Btate, with a capital of §1,150,000,

“]n 1500 there were twenty gtock ingarance
companies in Boston—capital 5,100,000, and
gixteen companies out of the city—capilal
£1,403,000,

“Jn 1865 the Boston stock companies are
the Awmerican, Boston, Doylsten, Fireman’s,
Fravklin, Hide and Leather, Independent,
Mercantile Marine, Natioual, Neptune aud
Washioglon, each of §300,000 capital; the
City VFire, Eliot, Hope, Trewont, North Ameri-
can, Prescott and Shoe and [Leatliar, of §200, (000
each; the Manufacturers’, of £400,000; and the
Merchants', of £500,000; being twenty in all.
The aggpregate stock capital of Boston is
85, 000,000, or nearly #2,000,000 less than in

837, The loss is, however, made up by the
Immenge number of agencies of companies
chartered in other States and conntries, and of
mutnal insuranee companiez. Thus the State
insurance report for 1505 gives ulist of sighty-
one foreign fire and wmarive offices doing busi-
negs in  Massichuselts, mostly in Boston,
There are also sixty-three mutual offices in
this State; of which fifty.one are fire, eight
are marineg and four are fire and marins,

“Some of these foreign agenciss do an
immense busivess in Btate street. One of
them, of New York, with its immense oapital
and profits, is & most lormidable rival to the
city stock ipsurance companies. By the terms
of their charters the Massachusstls insnranos
companies can only taks 10 per cent. of their
capital on any one risk, which restricts the
larger portion of the offices to arisk of £30,000,
while their Now York rivals, norestrained by
law, can issup & polivy ten times as large, or
equal to their whole gingle carital, and even
more if the directors gee fit to doso. It is
parl]y owing to this sort of competition that,
while the property and commerce of Boston
bave incréased 8o enormonsly sfoee 1507, the
stock inpurance capital of the city and State
have actually decreased,
